Earth to Mars Rover: Call Home 


PASADENA, CALIF. I NASA’s Spirit rover has 
stopped transmitting data from Mars in an 
ominous turn that baffled engineers and sent 
them scrambling desperately to figure out 
what brought the mission to a potentially 
calamitous halt. 

NASA received its last significant data 
from the unmanned Spirit early Wednesday, 
its 19th day on the surface of Mars. Since 
then, the six- wheeled vehicle has sent either 
random, meaningless radio noise or simple 
beeps acknowledging it has received com- 
mands from Earth. 


Engineers struggled to diagnose what 
was wrong with the rover. Among the pos- 
sible causes: a corruption of its software or 
computer memory. 

If the software is awry, NASA can fix it 
from Earth by beaming patches across more 
than 100 million miles of space. But if the 
problem lies with the rover’s hardware, the 
situation would be far more grave — per- 
haps beyond repair. 

Spirit is one-half of an $820 million mis- 
sion. Its twin, Opportunity, is expected to land 
on Mars late Saturday.

Congress 
OKs Bush 
Wish List 

$373B measure includes 
key presidential priorities 

WASHINGTON I Congress snuffed out 
Democratic opposition Thursday and 
approved a belated $373 billion bill financ- 
ing most federal agencies and endorsing 
President Bush’s policies on overtime pay, 
media ownership and guns. 

Over protests by labor, some farm groups 
and conservatives angered by the measure’s 
mountain of pork-barrel projects, the Senate 
approved the 1,182 -page bill by a bipar- 
tisan 65-28 vote. The House passed it in 
December. 

Passage ended a prolonged fight in which 
the White House and GOP leaders stood by 
their business and gun- owner allies and 
refused to bend to Democrats and some 
Republicans in several fights. 

The vote, on the first major bill that 
Congress has approved this election year, 
completes a measure that was due last Oct. 1, 
when the government’s budget year began. 

The bill provides increases for veterans’ 
health care, schools, biomedical research, 
highways and a drive to fight AIDS in poor 
African and Caribbean countries — though 
less than Democrats wanted. 

The bill lets the administration go ahead 
with rules allowing companies to pay over- 
time to fewer white-collar workers and let- 
ting media companies own more television 
stations. 

It also would create the country’s 
first federal school vouchers program, 
in the District of Columbia, alan fram (ap)

MANCHESTER, N.H. | Democratic 
presidential contenders criticized 
President Bush over tax cuts and 
postwar Iraq in campaign debate 
Thursday night, claiming his poli- 
cies have shortchanged the middle 
class and burdened troops called up 
by the thousands for overseas duty. 

“He has not helped the average 
American advance their cause and 
I will,” said Sen. John Kerry, voic- 
ing sentiments echoed by Howard 
Dean and Joe Lieberman. 

In the final debate before next 
week’s New Hampshire primary, 
Dean also sought to minimize a 
memorably loud speech he made 
before supporters after a third- 
place finish in the Iowa caucus- 
es, and retired Gen. Wesley Clark 
strongly defended his Democratic 
credentials. 

“I’m pro-choice, pro-affirmative 
action, pro -environment and pro- 
labor,” he said. “I was either going 
to be the loneliest Republican in 
America or I was going to be a 
happy Democrat.” 

Most polls show Kerry getting a 
significant post-Iowa bounce in the 


polls and surging to a lead in New 
Hampshire with five days remain- 
ing before the state primary, eclips- 
ing longtime front-runner Dean as 
well as Clark. 

Dean returned to New 
Hampshire after a quick overnight 
trip home to Vermont, where he 
served more than a decade as gov- 
ernor. After months spent clawing 
his way past his rivals in the pre-pri- 
mary polls, he and aides worked on 
a plan to quell the damage from the 
poor showing in Iowa and a memo- 
rably loud, arm-waving post-caucus 
appearance in front of his supporters. 

Clark, a retired general making his 
first presidential race, said during 
the day he supports a woman’s right 
to have an abortion “as modified by” 
a 1992 court case that allowed states 
to impose limited restrictions. 

Clark’s comments, at a news con- 
ference, marked a far less sweeping 
position than one he staked out in an 
interview earlier this month, when 
he told a New Hampshire newspa- 
per he opposed any legal restriction 
on abortion at any point during 
pregnancy, david espo (ap)

Federal money meant 
for homeland security 
hasn’t reached cities 

WASHINGTON | The nation’s may- 
ors called Thursday for more fed- 
eral funding to improve homeland 
security, saying their own budget 
shortfalls don’t allow them to spend 
all that’s needed. 

The U.S. Conference of Mayors 
released a survey of 215 cities that 
found 7 6 percent have yet to receive 
any of the $1.5 billion in federal 
homeland security funds designated 
for “first responder” teams such as 
police and fire departments. 

The study also found 59 percent 
of cities said they lacked adequate

opportunities to influence how the 
states, which receive the federal 
funds, distribute the money to cities. 
In addition, 41 percent said their 


city government or health depart- 
ments were shut out of state plan- 
ning for emergency health pre- 
paredness, while 46 percent said 
they had not been reimbursed for 
law enforcement costs associated 
with ramped-up airport security. 

Senate Majority Leader Bill 
Frist, R-Tenn., told the confer- 
ence that Congress and President 
Bush are committed to giving cit- 
ies adequate funding for homeland 
security, but said state governments 
must have a role in determining how 
that money is distributed. 

Mayors have argued that federal 
funds for emergency response teams 
have been unduly delayed by state 
bureaucracy and should be allocated

9 Killed in Surge of Violence in Iraq 


4 women killed on the way to work at U.S. base 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Attackers killed 
nine people in aburst ofviolence over 
two days, including four Iraqi women 
headed to jobs at an American base 
and two U.S. soldiers. 

Two Iraqi policemen were killed 
Thursday when gunmen fired on a 
police checkpoint between Fallujah 
and Ramadi, two insurgency hot- 
spots west of Baghdad. The attack 
occurred along the same road where 
the day before gunmen killed four 
women in a minibus headed for the 
U.S. military base at Habaniyah, 50 
miles west of the capital. 

The two U.S. soldiers were 
killed during a mortar barrage late 


Wednesday on an American camp 
near Baqouba, 35 miles northeast 
of Baghdad. The deaths brought to 
505 the number of American service 
members who have died since the 
war was launched March 20. 

In Basra, Iraq’s second-largest 
city, the 23 -year- old son of a for- 
mer senior official from Saddam 
Hussein’s Baath party was slain 
Thursday by an unidentified attack- 
er. The city is a stronghold of Shiite 
Muslims who were oppressed by the 
Sunni- dominated regime, (ap)

Bribery scandal swirls 
around Sharon after 
businessman indicted 

JERUSALEM I A defiant Ariel Sharon 
brushed off calls to resign Thursday, 
vowing to complete his term despite 
a burgeoning bribery scandal. 

Speaking publicly for the first 
time since a real estate developer 
was indicted Wednesday on charges 
of bribing Sharon with $690,000, 
Sharon told a youth gathering 
from the ruling Likud Party that 
he intended to stay. 

“I arrived here as prime minis- 
ter and as chairman of the Likud, a 
position I plan to fill for many more 
years, until 2007 at least,” Sharon 
said, referring to the next election. 

Sharon has battled back from 
political adversity before. In 1983, 


he was forced to resign as defense 
minister when a government inqui- 
ry found him indirectly responsi- 
ble for the deaths of hundreds of 
Palestinians in Beirut refugee camps 
at the hands of Israel’s allies in a 
Christian militia.

Disagreements over Kashmir

Feds to Look Over Pr. George’s Police 


WASHINGTON I Opponents of a school 
voucher plan for the District of 
Columbia vowed to keep up their 
fight after the Senate passed the 
measure as part of the omnibus 
spending bill on Thursday. 

President Bush is expected to 
sign the bill, which awards private 
school vouchers to at least 1,700 
poor students in the District. 

The plan brings $40 million 
in federal school funding for the 
District — $13 million for the 
vouchers, an extra $1 million for 
administrative costs, $13 million 
for charter schools and $13 million 
for other public schools. 

Voucher opponents gathered on 
Capitol Hill to announce plans to 


repeal the voucher provision. Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., said 
the voucher bill was placed in the 
omnibus spending package because 
it could not survive a 
straight vote in the 
Senate.

Kodak Slashes 15,000 Jobs 

Eastman Kodak Co. is cutting 
12,000 to 15,000 jobs, or close to a 
quarter of its work force, as it strug- 
gles to make the transition from film 
to digital photography. The job cuts, 
announced Thursday, will be made 
in Kodak’s traditional film photog- 
raphy businesses and will take place 
over the next three years, bringing 
the company’s total employment 
down to World War II- era levels 
of around 50,000. The announce- 
ment came as Kodak posted a 
fourth- quarter profit of $19 mil- 
lion, down dramatically from $113 
million a year ago. (ap)

FILM I Latching on to an absolutely 
preposterous premise about alter- 
nate realities and mysterious men- 
tal maladies, the writing- directing 
team of Eric Bress and J. Mackye 
Gruber manufacture an entertain- 
ing piece of supernatural nonsense 
whose sheer audacity disarms all 
(well, nearly all) skepticism. 

The only downside to the out- 
rageous story line is the filmmak- 
ers’ exploitation of extreme crimi- 
nal behavior, ranging from kiddie 
porn to animal torture and beat- 
ings with baseball bats. 

Ashton Kutcher’s Evan Treborn 
has gaps in his past. While brain 
scans show no abnormalities, his 
mother (Melora Walters) worries 
desperately because his father, long 
ago locked up in a loony bin, experi- 
enced similar mental black holes. 

A psychologist (Nathaniel 
Deveaux) suggests that he keep a 
diary detailing his daily life. In col- 
lege years later, he happens upon 
these notebooks and reads a pas- 
sage. Suddenly, Evan is thrust back 
in time, reliving an event his mind 
refused to record. 

He realizes that these blackouts 
are bookmarks of a sort to which 
he can travel whenever he reads a 
passage leading up to an unremem- 
bered event. 

Evan finds he is able to alter these 


terrible events and undo the dam- 
age done to himself, his childhood 
sweetheart Kayleigh (Amy Smart), 
her brother Tommy (William Lee 
Scott) and a neighborhood buddy, 
Lenny (Elden Henson). By altering 
the past, however, Evan returns to 
a vastly changed present. 

There is sly comedy in the idea 
that altering one event will trans- 
form Kayleigh from a bubbly soror- 
ity girl to a drug- addicted prosti- 
tute. Or change Tommy from a 
psychotic ex- con into a heroic frat 
boy. Or transfigure Lenny from a 
fat institutionalized killer to a slim 
and bright student. 


Evan himself doesn’t change that 
much other than his choice in ward- 
robe and roommates. He remains a 
guy driving himself crazy by trying 
to create a happy ending but get- 
ting outsmarted by uncontrollable 
chains of events. 

Kutcher and the rest of the 
cast make the incredible credible 
by anchoring the wacky transfor- 
mations with believable and engag- 
ing performances. Just as the best 
comedy is delivered with a straight 
face, the best melodrama is exe- 
cuted with passionate conviction.

RATINGS I The 9 -year-old WB net- 
work is getting wrinkles. And its 
ratings are sagging. 

Although all the major networks 
have seen some of their younger 
viewers vanish this season, the prob- 
lem has been particularly bad for 
the WB, which from the start has 
targeted 12- to 34 -year-olds. 

At the same time, some of the 
WB’s most successful shows are 


drawing viewers older than the 
demographic that the network 
aggressively sells to advertisers. 

The median age of viewers 
for “Everwood,” starring Treat 
Williams, is 41. Fans of the comedy 
“Reba,” starring RebaMcEntire, are 
pushing 40. Much of the audience 
for the WB’s most popular show, 
“7th Heaven,” doesn’t need pimple 
cream; its median age is 37.

The network’s viewership is 
down 18 percent this season among 
12 -to -34 year olds, but WB execu- 
tives said they weren’t pushing the 
panic button. The WB and other 
networks this season have said 
changes in the way ratings giant 
Nielsen Media Research assembles 
its sample audiences are responsi- 
ble for the declining numbers, mak- 
ing marquee shows like “Smallville” 
and “Gilmore Girls” appear to be 
down more than 25 percent from 
last season in the 18 -to -34 -year- 
old age category. 


Nielsen has defended its num- 
bers, saying that young adults are 
turning away from broadcast net- 
works in favor of cable channels, the 
Internet, video games and DVDs. 

There is no getting around the 
fact that the WB has struggled to 
develop new shows this season, 
particularly comedies. The WB for 
the last two seasons has placed big 
bets on flashy, high- concept shows 
that were canceled: “Birds of Prey” 
and “Tarzan,” the latter featuring 
underwear model Travis Fimmel.

Is it true that stress and trauma in 
one’s life can increase the risk of 
having Alzheimer’s? 

They’re studying that right now 
and it does seem quite possible. But 
there isn’t any known environmen- 
tal risk that greatly increases the 
chance of one’s getting the disease. 
The only serious risk factor is age. 
That said, there are a hundred great 
reasons to try to reduce stress in 
your life. 

How will the vaccine work? 

In short, the vaccine spurs the 
body to develop its own antibod- 
ies against plaques — to recognize 
them like a garbage collector recog- 
nizes a garbage bag — and to clear 
them out. Sorry to be self-serving, 
but for more detail you can check 
out my book. I write a lot about the 
vaccine. 

Where does the word “Alzheimer’s” 
come from? 

Quick answer: From Alois 
Alzheimer, who was the first per- 
son to see plaques and tangles inside 
a patient’s brain. 

How much about this disease 
should we share with our loved one 
who has been diagnosed? 

Boy, that is a tough one. In gen- 
eral, I think it’s good not to dance 
around the subject if the patients 
are curious. Honesty is good if peo- 
ple want honesty. 

On the other hand, remember 
that every Alzheimer’s patient even- 
tually develops their own reality and 
at that point it behooves the care- 
giver to accept and conform to the 
patient’s reality — don’t try to force 
an Alzheimer’s patient to accept 
truths they can’t understand.
